Six Month Sentences 
in Sioux Lookout 


Work in Behalf of Canadian Un- 

employed Results in Arrest of Four- 

teen Members. Were Protesting 
Intolerable Conditions. 


SIOUX LOOKOUT, Ontarie. — George 
McAdam and thirteen other workers ar 
rested here Priv afternoon. They have 
been sentenced to six monthe la ail 


For some time Stoux Lackout has been 
om the verge of hoiling over. Since Ben- 
netts rod-riding bat was put into effect, 
hundreds of unemployed have been put 
off the trains at this point, They have 
been fed by government in camps be. 
longing to the Farlinger Lumber Co. Given 
two meals per day and blankets with! 
other »mail necessities, 


Many times the men have sought to right 
some of the grievances hy the use of sol- 
idarity. The rotten food dishes out to them | 
by the Parlinger outfit, for which Fartinger 
received 25¢ per meal, twige a day has 
been an outrage, The men rebelled more 
than once, each time winning concession: 


\the sanitary conditions have been ter- 
rible, finally the men winning a point,| 
when they had those suffering venereal 
diseases and scabies segregated.

For some time the men have been 
threatened with dispersement, and the gov 
ernmegt has threatened to cut off their 
food mfppties and demanded that they go 
to the road camps, at $10 per mosth. The 
men have steadfastely rpfusmd, sticking 
together In spite of all efforts to bre: 
their morale. 


‘When the police made the first arrests, 
they came back for more, They hail the 
name of one man, but be wasn't identified. 
‘That made the arrest almost impossible.< 
40 they started a man-hunt among the 
men housed there, In their mad endeavor 
to find this man, ‘they started to man- 
handle several. These men retaliated, the 
result being three policemen in the doctor's 
eare. Pourteen other fellow workers, i9- 
ebuding George McAdam, 1. W. W. delegate 
of many years standing, have been ar 
rested.
